I London Spectator.] 
Are no discoveries possible which should 
radically al’er all the conditions of light­ 
ing, an 1 either rend, r war impossible or 
give certain victory to those who dare face 
such destructive machines? 
It is most 
improbable. 
The human race have been 
studying the art of war for four thousand 
years, and has discovered exceedingly lit­ 
tle, except the fact that an explosive in a 
confined space will drive a missile a long 
way. 
They have learned to throw stones 
scientifically. 
Since Agincourt, man has 
improved on the discovery of gunpowder, 
but has invented nothing absolutely origi­ 
nal. 
For thirty years the most learned 
chemists, the most inventive mechanicians, 
the most scientific soldiers have devoted 
their minds to this subject, with a kind of 
fury of eagerness promoted at once by tbe 
love of fame, by patriotism, and by the 
hope of rewards which, to some of them, 
like Mr. W hitworth, Sir W . Armstrong 
and ilerr Krupp, have been granted with a 
lavish hand, and they have discovered 
nothing. They have made bigger guns, and 
better ehells, and more explosive powder, 
and have devised clever ways of keeping 
the shells out, but that is all. 
The way ot 
killing scldiers is to fire little ballets 
through a small barrel; the way of de­ 
stroying works is to fire big bullets through 
a big barrel, and that is all. 
N ew explo­ 
sives have been discovered, hut no new 
way of throwing them for the required 
distance. 
If ships ever touched, or nearly 
touched, a3 in Nelson’s time, we suppose a 
catapult might throw a barrel of nitro­ 
glycerine 
which, exploding 
downward, 
would annihilate the enemy’s vessel ; but 
the experiment has never been tried. 
A 
ship which approached so close could ram, 
and such a barrel, not being driven by an 
explosive, 
could be kept off by a wire 
netting. 
The only two directions in which even 
dreamers can see a probability of much 
change are the use of electricity or the use 
of ballooDS, and ot either the prospect is 
very slight. 
We can do a gicat deal with 
the lightning, bu-; wc cannot throw it, nor 
is it easy to conceive how it could be darted, 
except through a conductor. 
Mr. Urqu- 
hart’s dream ot the quiet savant who 
fought the Capitalists’ army without weap­ 
ons was original, but v.*as only a dream. 
The Capitalists had mastered the world, 
and the Proletariat roae in revolt, resolved 
to die rather than be pillaged longer. 
They had no weapons, the Capitalista own­ 
ing a ll; but as the Capitalists’ army ap­ 
proached, electricity, shot from unseen 
batteries, struck every particle of nv 
used by the soldiers, and tho army 
ished as suddenly and silently as th 
Sennacherib. 
That is a mere dream. 
It 
is just conceivable that some Mr. Edison 
might manage so to establish a wire con­ 
nection with an ironclad that the whole 
structure 
should 
be 
full 
of 
death- 
giving electricity—be, 
in fact, a huge 
wire 
charged 
by 
a 
dynamo. 
But 
it 
is only conceivable, as is the similar dream 
— which has greatly interested some able 
mechanicians—of so arranging mirrors as 
to concéntralo intolerable hea’, beat that 
would pulverize a diamond, at a considera 
t auce. 
T he thing Cuuld be done, we

metal, but not at any distance. 
In bal­ 
loons theré is a little, aud a very little, 
more hope. 
It is always a possibility that 
immense electric force may be concentrated 
in such a small space that a machine sup 
ported in the air by balloons could be 
guided

w ill; 
and 
if 
that 
were 
achieved, the conditions of w«r would, of 
I couise, be finally altered. 
N o cities could 
j be defended against a m achine showering 
I dynamite shells, arm ies might be destroyed 
in a few m inutes, end all fortresses must 
be subterranean structures. 
In practice, 
battles would have to be fought in the air 
and the survivors would be accepted as ir­ 
resistible masters. 
But the more experi­ 
enced a man of science is, the more he 
doubts the possibility of m aking an aerial 
machine independent of the wind, or of 
using balloons in war, except as he would 
use steeples or other high points of ob­ 
servation.

I h e G r e a t T e le s c o p e a t P r i n c e t o n . — 
The new telescope for tho Halsted Observ­ 
atory, at Princeton, has been mounted 
within the past few weeks, and is now 
ready for work. 
In magnitude it ranks at 
present as fourth among the great refract­ 
ing telescopes of the world, and second in 
the United States. 
Its only superiors in 
size are the Vienna refractor, of twenty- 
seven inches diameter ; the telescope of the 
Naval Observatory at Washington, twenty- 
six inchts in diameter, and tile telescope of 
Mr. Ntw hall, at Newcastle, in England, 
which has an aperture of 
twenty-five 
inches. 
A number of still larger instru­ 
ments are indeed under const!uciion, but 
it will be some time before any of them are 
actually in place. 
The object glass of the 
Priaceton telescope is twenty-tbrce inches 
in diameter, and har a focal length of thirty 
feet. 
The gUss disks were cast by Feil, iu 
Paris, but the telescope was made by Alvun 
Clark &, Sons, of Cambridge. 
Though the 
telescope is a little smaller than the W ash­ 
ington equatorial, its mounting is consid­ 
erably heavier and firmer, 
and is im­ 
proved 
in 
many 
respects. 
The 
regu­ 
lator of the driving-clock is unusually 
powerful, 
and, to prevent friction and 
wear of its pivots, its shaft is lloated ia 
mercury. 
The clamps and slow-motions 
are all managed without lemoving the eye 
from the eye-pieee, and the declination cir­ 
cle is aleo read from the cye-end by a new 
and ingenious arrangement of the makers. 
The object-glass is peculiar in having its 
two lenses separated by a space of about 
seven inches, so as to allow a free circula­ 
tion of ail between them, thus greatly 
diminishing the disturbing effect of changes 
of temperature. 
This construction secures 
also freedom from the “ gh osts” (formed 
by reflection between the lenses), which 
are eo troublesome in many large instru­ 
ments. 
The curves of the lenses are not 
those usually employed, but are somewhat 
like those of the Gaussian system, though 
not so deep. 
The color and spherical 
aberration are very perfectly corrected, and 
tbe performance of the glass, so far as can 
be judged from a few nights’ work, is 
extremely fine. 
The instrument is, of 
course, provided with all the usual microme­ 
ters, eye-pieces, and other accessories, but 
as its chief occupation, 
for the present 
at least, is to be in the line of stellar spec­ 
troscopy, special attention has beon given 
to the spectrorcope, which is tho most 
powerful ever made for star work. 
It is a 
direct vision instrument, on the plan of 
that used for some years back at Green­ 
wich, though much largpi, 
lit was con­ 
structed by Hilger, *.f London, under the 
kind supervision of slvlr. Christie (the pres­ 
ent Astronomer Rowil), in accordance with 
his own designs. 
It has three of his so- 
called half-prisms, a t snch size as to take a 
beam two and one ijnarter inches in dia­ 
meter, and is nearjv six feet long. 
The 
whole cost of th e[ telescope and spectro­ 
scope was $2t> 000, Y hich was provided by 
the generosity of Eob^rt Bonner, It T. 
Stuart and other friéads of science and the 
college. 
The obsttwatory itself, of which 
tbe corner stone w a| laid sixteen years ago, 
has been newly 
up for its occupant. 
A gas engine furnisiti* the power for mov­ 
ing the dome and [ working the shutters, 
and it also drives gt Edison dynamo-elec­ 
tric machine whicl) provides a powerful 
current to be used* ;or lighting purposes, 
or to supply the spectra of gases anjk 
metals to bs comparta with the spectra? of 
the stars.

S e w a g e I r r i g a t i o n i n G e r m a n C i t i e s . 
M. Durand-Claye, a sanitary engineer of 
Paris, has published a report on the sys­ 
tems which are employed in the German 
cities of Dantzic, Berlin aud Breslau for 
the final disposal of sewer water. 
The 
systems of filtering and of precipitation by­ 
chemical agents were tried, but were found 
not to effect a sufficient purification, and 
irrigation was finally chosen as furnishiug 
on the whole the most economical and sat­ 
isfactory method. The water is cleansed of 
its grosser solids before beiDg pumped up 
from the sew ers; it is afterward conducted 
to the irrigated cities. A t Dantzic the sew­ 
age is turned upon a tract of about 1,250 
acres of a sandy, arid soil, and is led around 
beds devoted to the culture of garden vege­ 
tables. 
The 
surplus water, 
which is 
drained off to the Vistula, has been proved 
to have lost seven-eighths of its organic 
matter, 
five sixthB 
of 
its 
ammonia 
and 
one-half 
of 
its 
mineral 
impuri­ 
ties. 
The ground has an excessive ab­ 
sorbing power, and it has been necessary 
to box the main conduits to have any 
water left for the smaller irrigating chan­ 
nels. 
Thus far 417 acres have been enough 
to absorb ail the sewage of tho city, indi­ 
cating an absorbing power of 32,000 cubic 
meters a year for each acre.

There is Ybdn&fi&t and constantly in­ 
creasing evidence th a t the D em ocratic po­ 
sition on the Sunday qntstion has th o r­ 
oughly alarm ed and roused the people of 
California, and the Republican party, so 
far as it cin act in advance of the S tate 
Convention, has alm ost in every county 
shown its determ ination to m eet th is issue 
squarely. 
I t too often happens th a t plat­ 
forms are draw n w ithout regard to con­ 
viction, b ut this Í8»ue, so far as th e R e­ 
publican side of it is concerned, is not 
m ade by politicians, but on the contrary is 
being forced upon them by pnblic opinion. 
A nd th e reason of this movem ent is plain 
enough. 
I t is a t once perceived th a t the 
Democracy have tak en a position the popn- 
lar indorsem ent cf w hich would involve a 
condem nation of tL » Sunday holiday, and 
would invite such aggression upon and in ­ 
vasion of it as m ust end in its abolition. 
I t is not necessary to assum e th a t the 
Dem ocratic Convention had this object 
expressly before it when it adopted the 
Sunday plank, though it is no donbt the 
case th a t m any of the delegates desired 
nothing less. l>ut the logic of the situation 
is clear. 
The iseue is made betw een Sun­ 
day and no Sunday, and already the inore 
candid Democratic candidates and speakers 
are frankly adm itting this to be the ques­ 
tion. 
As th e campaign progresses the con­ 
flict will inevitably separate the two p ar­ 
ties more widely, and the faction which 
opposes all Sunday legislation will 
be 
driven more and more to rely upon the 
elem ents which have a distinct interest in 
abolishing the rest day. 


I nder the circum stancasall the influences 
which belong to the higher civilization 
m ust in self-defense range them selves on 
the side of the party which takes position 
in defense of th e Sunday holiday. 
For it 
cannot be seriously doubted th a t if the 
Democrats should win the coming election 
they will be controlled on this issue by 
those elem ents whose alliance they now 
wish to concetJ, and th a t they will thus 
be forced to consent to a policy which 
m any of the more 
conservative among 
them may deplore and deprecate. 
This is 
the m ost grave danger of th e situation, 
and it is th a t which m akes it necessary for 
all clearsighted men to unite w ith the R e­ 
publican party on this question. Fortunately 
the issue has been presented in such a form 
th a t there is no opportunity for the display 
of any fanaticism in connection w ith it. 
It is not a question w hether “ blue law s” 
shall be enacted ; w hether the citizen shall 
be hemmed about w ith vexatious restric­ 
tions ; w hether he shall be compelled to 
religious observances in which he may not 
believe. 
I t is sim ply a question w hether 
Sunday snail be set apart for the free and 
unrestrained use and enjoym ent of the 
people; w hether it shall continue to be 
th eir own holiday, to be used as they see 
f i t ; or w hether under the pretence of en­ 
larging his liberties, this day of rest and 
refreshm ent shall be taken away from the 
poor man. 


T he opponents of the free Sunday say 
th a t the existing Sunday law has not 
proved effective, aDd has been a dead let­ 
ter. 
T hat is true, and for th a t reason it is 
proposed th at a Sunday law be enacted 
which shall not be a dead letter. 
The way 
to secure a law which can bo operated is to 
consult public sentim ent. 
No law can 
ever be pu t in force which is opposed to 
the prevailing belief of th e people. 
B ut 
he people of this S tate are not and never 
have been opposed to th e m aintenance of a 
j.Sunday holiday. 
The present difference

still be impossible to carry it into effect, 
and the same assertion applies even to a 
tw o-thirds m ajority. 
For in this m atter

of it as in any way immoral. 
T his is 
w hy prohibition has so notoriously failed 
in M aine. 
An exam ination of the statistics 
shows th a t as m uch liquor is consumed in 
th a t S tate to-day as in States which have 
no prohibition laws. 
N ational prohibition 
m ust in the nature of things be little more 
than a dream ot enthusiasts for a long tim e 
to come. 
The love of drink is an evil 
against which education alone can ever be 
perm anently effective, and as a wise thinker 
once observed, “ W hen you w ant to reform 
" a man effectually, you m ust begin w ith 
" h is grandm other.” 
In other words, ap­ 
petites which are the inherited result of 
centuries of training, cannot be eradicated 
by statutory enactm ent, or by appeals to 
sentim ent in a single generation.

Third—The civil and political equality and en­ 
franchisement of women. 
This, so f ir as it con­ 
cerns he States severally, is rem itted to the party 
in those States. 
Fourth—The abolition of polygamy.

A m e r ic a s A r < id e o l o g ic a l R e s e a r c h e s. 
The th ird annual report of the Archaeo­ 
logical In stitu te of A m erica review s the 
work th a t has been pursued by the agents 
of th e institute in archaeological exp'ora- 
tiona in New Mexico and Mexico, and in 
th e excavations at the ancient Greek city 
of Assos, and includes th e first report of 
the com m ittee on the A m erican school of 
classical studies at Athens. 
Mr. Bandelier, 
who has been exploring in N ew Mexico in 
the service of the institute, spent some 
tim e in Mexico, first at Cholula, where he 
studied the history of the city and the 
m anners and customs, th e habits and su­ 
perstitions, and the dom estic architecture 
of the present native Indian inhabitants. 
H e inquired into the origin and character 
of th e ancient M exican deity Quetzai-Cho- 
huatl, and the significance of the m yth a t­ 
tached to his name, and m ade' a stu d y of 
th e great pyram id of Cholula. 
The latter, 
he declares, is not entitled to be called a 
pyram id, b at is only a huge mound, some 
two hundred feet high, w hich originally 
covered an area of about sixty acres, and 
now prest n ta the appearance of three dis­ 
tin ct terraces, surrounding and supporting 
a conical_ hill, very wide, and much over­ 
grown w ith shrubbery. 
I t is constructed 
of m aterials precisely sim ilar to those which 
m ake up the plain on which it stands, and 
appears not to have been all erected at one 
tim e, b u t to be th e accum ulation of suc­ 
cessive periods of labor. 
Mr. B indelier 
believes th a t the structure was designed 
to hold immense communal buildings, like 
those at Pecos, in New Mexico, but in size 
approaching the great edifices at Palenque 
and Uxm al, acd all built an.und a vast 
court, in the center of wbich stood an 
enormous “ w orship-m onnd,” and th a t it 
was built by the Toltecs, or Mayas. 
Mr. 
B andelier also visited M itla, where he se­ 
cured accurate plans and m easurem ents of 
the most im portant building», thirty-nine 
in num ber. 
The so called pilac s are not 
greatly different from the pueblos o f New 
Mexico, and are described as built and or­ 
nam ented w ithout any knowledge of me­ 
chanical contrivances, dark and im perfectly 
ventilated, and only a “ barbaric effort of 
a barbarous people. ” His conclusion, draw n 
from the shape and size of th e siDgle ap art­ 
ments, is th at they were not intended for 
every-day abodes, bu t only as Bhelteis at 
night and in bad w eather, and retreats for 
the women and children during a hostile 
attack — communal structures, differing 
from the sim ilar constructions of other In ­ 
dian tribes “ only in so far as the exigen­ 
cies of a different clim ate or of varying re­ 
sources dem anded.” 
M. Louis H . Ayme, 
U nited States Consul a t M erida, has en­ 
tered into a contract to explore, as agent 
of the institute, sncb places in Y ucatan as 
have not recently been exam ined by Dr. 
Le l ’longeon or M. Chain ay. 
The ruins oi 
Y ucatan have suffered great destruction 
during th e forty years since they were 
visited by Stephens.

preso, ana rode ahead of it sim e distance, and 
gave signs to Hawlay and L. V . Grime», who 
were concealed re ar the trail. 
W hen the 
express arrived there they commenced firing 
to scare off the mesasuger and mail rider. 
Mail rider P orter ran off to get his gun. 
Cicero Grimes had got into towc. 
Messenger 
H all had no arms except a rifli without 
cartridges and a pistol with a belt of car­ 
tridges. 
The messenger hid himself, and 
young Grimes and Hawley broke open the 
box, getting $5 000 iu gold. 
They started 
away with it. 
W . F. Vail, on his way to hia 
mine, rode up to the scene of the robbery 
soon after, and while looking aronnd the trail 
the guard came back, and not knowing Vail, 
shot at ;him. 
Vail, thinking he 
was at­ 
tacked by one cf the robbers, role off and over­ 
took thim . 
They played friendly, and said 
they were going to town,and V ail,beirgafraid, 
went with them about half a mile, when 
they shot Vail three times in the back. Vail 
died soon after. 
A fter this they were ever- 
taken by messenger Hall. 
H e pretended 
th at he had been shot at by Indians, and 
wanted protection to get into town. 
He 
went with them some distance, carrying his 
pistol in his hand all the time. 
They got 
Hall between them and Hawley, aud shot 
him in the back. 
H all shot five times at 
them, and then they literally riddled him, 
Bhooting eight baUs into him. 
They then di­ 
vided the money. 
Grimes took his and his 
brother’s share, and then they separated. 
Cicero Grimes has a wife and a large family 
here. 
W hile I. V. Grimes aud Hawley 
were cut with a party of citizens and officers 
hunting for the treasure, Cicero Grimes made 
a statem ent to the crowd, who were deter­ 
mined on his death. 
Fitch, a young lawyer, 
made a speech to the mob for Grimes for 
neaily two hours. 
H e was followed by O. 
B. Kenuedv, R-v. B, D. Colofee aud others. 
Tne r fficers finally got Cicero Grimes away 
to a place of safety. 
The crowd then took 
Hawley and L. V. Grimes and hanged them 
without much noise. 
Hawley died game, 
hut L. V. Grimes broke down at last.

H orrors o f an 
In san e A sylu m 
at ¿nil 
Lake. 
S a l t L ak e, August 24th.—D r. G. A. 
Tucker, :> gentleman who has just arrived in 
Salt L ike trom New S .ulh Wales, and who 
lias credentials from the Government of 
that country, introducing him to tí.6 prin­ 
cipal Governments of America and Europe, 
obtained the permission of Governor M urray 
to visit the U tah Ia-.me Aryiiim, situated 
a short distance from the city. 
Accom­ 
panied liy U uited States M arshal Ireland 
and Mr. Neal, of Louisville, Ky., he visited 
this so-called asylum, and r ives the result of 
hia investigation to the Tribune in a letter 
over his own signature. 
He found twenty, 
one patients, twelve males and nine female», 
all rolling iu filth aud dirt. 
Two of tho pa­ 
tients were sane, and why they are in such a 
placa no one knows. 
In a yard of this insti­ 
tution were iron cages, kept for the purpose 
of confining the patients, a number of whom 
were ironed hand and foot. 
An attendant 
said they gently chastised there patients with 
a stick and strap, ths latter beicg used on the 
women. 
The stench around the place was 
unbearable and the filth wsb like that of a 
pigpen. 
The place is in charge of a Mor- 
moo by the name of Seymour B. Young, a 
nephew of the extinct prophet Brigham. 
Dr. Tucker was informed by an attend­ 
ant in charge that patients are adm itted to 
the place only upon certificate issued by the 
County Probate Judge and discharged by the 
doctor or Judge i t like manner. 
The doctor 
of the insti’u'.ion (Young) visited the place 
only a t irregular intervals. 
The Commis­ 
sioners have cot visited there during five 
months. 
There are no printed records oí any 
desiription, and the uttecdaut eiuld give no 
information as to admission», discharges or 
deaths. Tae amount of restraint and corporal 
punishment was entirely at his discretion. 
He eaid he sometimes nsed a cm q on the 
inmates ; th at in the case of one patient he 
subdued him when violent by sousing him 
with cold water until exhausted ; th at in 
other instances he uses, besides the cane, iron 
manacles en the feet and hands, and leather 
straps for women. 
In tbe event of a lady 
being too violent f it the control of his wife, 
he nnd other male attendants assist in subdu­ 
ing her. 
In conclusion, Dr. Tucker saya : " I 
have, during tbe last four months, visited 
four asylums ir New South Wales, three in 
Victoria, two in Adelaide, two iu Tasmania, 
three in New ZsaUnd, one in Honolulu, three 
in California, ono iu Nevada and the one in 
U tah, and in no ijstauce have I seen sights 
so horrible as those of to-day.”

THOMAS ALVA EDISON, 


THE GREAT INVENTOR. 


Mb, E d iso n , whose portrait introduces this 
article, first saw the light in Milan, Eria 
county, Ohio, February 11, IS 17, so th at he is 
still s young man. 
The nu.ubar of patents 
already granted him aoproache3 tw i hun­ 
dred. 
He is of mixed H '¡lindar and English 
blood, his grandfather haying boan a Dutch­ 
man, who settled near Newark, N . J ., and 
who married into the Ogden», a family of 
English descent. 
Edison began his working 
life as a newsboy, when only eight years old, 
at P o rt H uron, Mich. 
Five years after­ 
wards, ha succeeded in proenriug a contract 
for the exclusive sale of newspapers on the 
G rand T runk Railway of Canada, t> which 


fact is due the report th at he is a Canadian. 
H is basinesi grew rapidly under his clever 
and energetic management, and was supple­ 
mented by an essay in journalism, the Grand 
Trunk fhrahl, which fie printed with his own 
type and his own hands. 
The progress of the 
war a t this time assisted his paper, which had 
at one time 450 sub-c: ibers. 
Dropping his 
publicati in, he began the study of chemistry, 
pro»ecuticg it in connection with his news­ 
paper bu-iness. 
W hen his experiments on 
tho train had resulted in his setting tire to a 
car by tha ignition of phosphorus, he was 
forced to abaud- u it. 
lie next pursued tele­ 
graphy a; a means of Hvsühood, and becime 
exlriurdioarly a tt es an operator. 
In 1867, 
white living iu Cincinnati, he began experi- 
m nting with the view to send two messages, 
at once over one wire, a id succeeded io doing 
this in Boston not long afterwards. 
This was 
the first of the many inventions which have 
earned for him and his country immortal 
h mor. 
H is phonograph first attracted the 
attention of the leading scientific men of 
Europe, by reason cf its exhiH 'iou at the 
French In-.titute in 1878. 
N> bet’erid ev o f 
the multiplicity and value of his inventions 
can be given than mentioning the leading 
features of his exhibit in Paris at the Elec­ 
trical Exhibition, 1881, where his was. the 
largest, most im portant and most varied of 
the many exhibits. 
I t included hÍ3 system 
of electric lighting by incandescence, his disc 
dynamo-electric machine, his microtasimoter, 
which measures tbe smallest changes in tem- 
psrature; his odoroscope, which renders visi­ 
ble the presence of certain essential oils and 
hydrocarbon vapor.?, and also registers their 
action ; his electromotograph, which repro­ 
duces the human voice a t a distance, like the 
telephone, but. with a greater intensity, and so 
forth. 
Mr. E fison’s carear 83 an inventor, 
brilliant though it is, will probably prove but 
a portion of th* obligation which the world 
will owe him for soma of the most delicate as 
well as serviceable applications of electrical 
science.
